FARM AND GARDEN. 


BABNIAHD AND.ARTIFICIAL FEKTILIZERS.— 


In a recent address in England on chemis- 
try in.ite relations to agriculture, Mr. J. B. 
Lawes submitted the following general con- 
clusions arrived at by experiments : 


1 That a mineral superphosphate of lime 


has given a considerable increase in each 
crop of a rotation, although used without 
any other manure for 
o, period of thirty 


yenrs. 


2 That in consequence of grains contain- 


ing large quantities of nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid and small quantities of potash, 
manures containing soluble phosphoric acid 
and soluble nitrogen, as ammonia or iiltro 
acid, 
are especially applicable to these 


crops, 


;). That where crops containing large quan- 


tities of potash, such as roots, potatoes, and 
hay, are sold olf tho farm, manures contain- 
ing potash, such as purchased dungs,appear 
to ho more suitable. 


4. That although 
potash, 
phosphoric 


acid, aud nitrogen are the chief manure in- 
gredients in farmyard dung, in the manure 
from 
artificial foods, and 
in 
artificial 


manures, still tho differences iu form in 
which these substancea are met with greatly 
alt'ect their value ; tho present method of 
analyzing manure does not properly recog- 
nize these distinctions, aud tho valuations 
founded upon these analyses are altogether 
false and erroneous.
